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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND TOWN MANAGER 


The wheels of Town Government roll on but, as with most every- 
thing else, more meetings and more work. In 1970, your Board of Select- 
men met 32 times as compared with 16 times the year before. Eleven 
requests for variances under Interim Zoning were heard. Nine were ap- 
proved and two denied. Those denied, among other things, were serious- 
ly objected to by a number of surrounding neighbors. 


James H. Bebee’s resignation as Town Manager, after six fruitful years 
in the service of Dorset, was accepted with regret. Vernon Squiers, for 
two years a selectman, and with one month’s special training under Bee- 
be, was chosen to become the new Town Manager. 


We cannot pass up this opportunity to point out Town accomplish- 
ments under Beebe’s direction: paying off a $36,000 Town debt he in- 
herited; maintaining our roads in the best condition they have ever been; 
improving and enlarging our supply of much needed Town equipment; 
building and financing (last payment was made in 1970) a new town of- 
fice; and administering quietly and efficiently the many other duties of 
a Town Manager. 


Dorset road construction this year included in addition to resurfacing 
one third of all the Town’s black-topped. roads ( a regular yearly pro- 
cedure), the rebuilding and black-topping of a part of P Street, the 
straightening of Dalton Road (at the end of Dorset Hollow) for 200 yards 
below the entrance to the Gibson Winter property and the installation 
of a large new culvert in that area. 


An important decision made this year by the Selectmen was the ac- 
ceptance, after the required public hearings, of a Town Plan drafted and 
amended by the Town Planning Commission. This decision permits the 
Planning Commission, composed of Mrs. Frances Fenn, Ernest Edgerton, 
Lynn Walker, Sydney Meachem, Louis Grodsky and Robert Dressler, ex 
officio, to begin work on a comprehensive zoning ordinance for presen- 
tation to the people of Dorset in a number of public hearings and finally 
a vote by Australian ballot at a regular or special meeting of the Town. 
Interim Zoning automatically ceases to exist on September 29, 1971 un- 
less it is replaced by a new ordinance voted by the people before this. 


The Selectmen and Town Manager would also like to take this oppor- 
tunity to point out a very serious matter. The number of people who are 
delinquent in their property and poll taxes has become very high and, 
therefore, we have put this list in the hands of the Town lawyer for 
further action by him and the Town’s Tax Collector. In our opinion, it 
is not fair to the tax payers who do pay taxes promptly, to be penalized 
by higher costs due to uncollected taxes. 


We would like to conclude with one further comment and that is 
“thanks” to the many dedicated people, in addition to the Town Man- 
ager, who serve the Town: the Town Clerk, the Town office secretary, 
the fabulous road crew whose time is always available for the good of 
the Town, the Listers who spend hundreds of hours on the difficult and 
thankless job of making property valuations fair and equitable, the con- 
stables who come and help us whenever we need them no matter what 
time of day or night, the members of the Boards of Civil Authority and 
Abatement who must supervise elections, set up check lists, review a- 
batement proceedings, and handle property valuation appeals, the Town 
Treasurer, auditors and the many others, unsung, who make Dorset tick. 


It takes many more people to run a town than usually meets the eye — 
people who are interested in the town and its good rather than for any 
personal reasons of their own.

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NATIONAL FOREST LAND REPORT 


There are 1,450 acres of National Forest land in the Town of Dorset. 
These lands are administered by the Green Mountain National Forest of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. The renewable resources of these 
lands are managed to provide sustained yields of wood for lumber and 
fiber, clean pure water, and habitat for birds. fish and wildlife. These 
same lands are open to the public for camping, fishing, hiking, picnick- 
ing, hunting, and a place to get away from it all. 


In 1970 the receipts of the Green Mountain National Forest totaled 
$564.632 or $2.34 of income for every acre of land. This income is from 
the sale of timber, ski area permit fees and other use fees. Twenty-five 
percent of these receipts are returned to the town for support of roads 
and schools. In the year ending June 30, 1970, Dorset received $848.60 
or $0.58 per acre as its share of the Forest’s receipts. 


With the increasing loss of open space, your National Forest will be- 
come more and more of an asset to the community. As pressures in- 
crease on public land, the need for additional land becomes greater. With 
town needs and regional planning in mind, the selectmen can approve 
the sale or donation of selected tracts of land to the Forest Service by 
any owner. When acquired, these lands come under the management of 
the Green Mountain National Forest to yield many forest benefits.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 


This is the third year that this Department, as a courtesy, has report- 
ed to each town and city the amounts spent and people aided in each lo- 
cality under the various Social Welfare programs. This report replaced 
the previous annual notification to each town of the charges that had 
been assessed against their community for their share of State operated 
welfare programs. The enactment, by the General Assembly, of the 
Social Welfare Act of 1967, eliminated sharing in State welfare costs at 
the local level and, as a result, the requirement for reporting to the towns. 


All of the figures reported this year are for calendar year 1970 except 
the General Assistance figures which are for fiscal year 1970, that is, the 
twelve month period ending June 30, 1970. General Assistance is the 
program that was formerly operated by your Overseer of the Poor. 
Monthly average number of recipients is a monthly average of total 
people served, except in General Assistance where the count is of cases 
rather than total people within the cases as the latter count is not avail- 
able.

The above figures do not include money payment recipients residing 
in nursing homes or mental hospitals as there does not appear to be a 
fair way of assigning a town of residence to these people. 


In addition medical vendor payments for the calendar year 1970 
totaled about $15,000,000 (more than one-third of all Department ex- 
penditures) and payments in behalf of committed children totaled over 
$1,400,000 for a monthly average of over 1,550 children. No doubt, 
residents of your community were numbered among those who bene- 
fited by these expenditures.

There have been in the past year, serious cut-backs in payments by 
Medicare. As a result, many Home Health Agencies have been forced to 
reduce their services, some to the point of closing except for emergency 
financing. 


Reflecting the response of the people of the Town of Dorset and their 
understanding of the need for this important health service, their Dor- 
set Nursing Association plans to continue its program in the year 197] — 
despite the substantial reduction in Medicare reimbursement.

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TOWN REPORT OF DORSET PLANNING COMMISSION 


Since our first meeting on June 9, 1969 your planning commission 
has met continuously several times each month through to November 
28, 1970. 


During that year and one-half we recommended and the Board of 
Selectmen, after due notice, adopted an interim zoning ordinance. This 
was accomplished after a public hearing held on September 23, 1969, 
wherein you indicated your approval of such regulations. 


In the interim we had submitted to us by the Board of Selectmen 
thirteen applications for variances of the Interim Zoning Regulations 
for our consideration and advice. 


On October 29, 1970, after due notice, a public hearing was held by 
the Dorset Planning Commission of a proposed land use plan for the 
Town of Dorset. Subsequently, after a thorough review of the plan of 
development by your commission, it was submitted to the Board of Se- 
lectmen on November 14, 1970 for their adoption of such plan. 


After a public hearing by the Board of Selectmen on December 21, 
1970 and after due consideration by them, they voted unanimously on 
December 29, 1970 to adopt this plan. This was recorded at the office 
of the Town Clerk on January 4, 1971. 


On January 12, 1971 your planning commission met to start work 
on zoning ordinance for the Town of Dorset. During the course of 
developing such zoning ordinance, we will study particular sections of 
the town at the many public meetings that will be held by us. 


It is our sincere wish that many citizens of those indicated areas 
(notice will be given in advance) will attend such meetings and give us 
the benefit of their counsel as it relates to such parts of the town as 
will be under consideration at that time.

The Bennington County Regional Planning Commission is nearing the 
end of a year which saw the completion of a plan for the region and in- 
dividual plans for each of the towns. Each town was provided with state 
approved model zoning, subdivision and health ordinances. With the 
hiring of a full time staff, the Commission has been able to give day-to- 
day assistance to towns with planning land use, development and envi- 
ronmental problems. The Regional Planning Commission Office has as- 
sumed the function of reviewing and approving all local grant applica- 
tions for federal funds as required by U.S. Bureau of the Budget regula- 
tions. During 1971, major projects will be underway to provide solutions 
to the serious regional problems of solid waste disposal, water supply, 
housing and law enforcement. Every town in Bennington County region 
is eligible to use the services of the Regional Planning Commission. 


The per capita cost to citizens of each town voting to join the com- 
mission was $.33 in 1970. Through matching by federal and state govern- 
ment, that figure brought $.99 back to the region. For every dollar ap- 
propriated by a town, the region received three and had a total of four 
dollars to serve towns in the region.

REPORT FROM BENNINGTON COUNTY HUMANE SOCIETY 


The appropriation from the Town of Dorset was used to defray the 
expense of caring for the stray animals brought to our shelter from Dor; 
set. 


During the year 1970-13 cats and 10 dogs from Dorset were cared for. 
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SCHOOL DIRECTORS NOTICE — CHANGING TO FISCAL YEAR 


The 1970 Vermont Legislature voted affirmatively that all school 
districts in the state would be operating on a July Ist through June 30th 
fiscal year as of July 1, 1972. With the conversion from our existing cal- 
endar year budget to a fiscal year budget in such a short span of time it 
is necessary to vote this change at the annual March Town meeting of 
either 1971 or 1972. 


The reasoning behind the fiscal year taxes is that our schools do oper- 
ate on a fiscal year basis and, therefore, budgeting can be far more ac- 
curate and we can operate on an existing income without having to bor- 
row on tax anticipation and pay out a great deal of money on interest 
each year. Under our existing system of a calendar year budget, we are 
spending money from January through July, or in some instances through 
September or October, on tax anticipation notes wherein we are paying 
a great deal of interest to utilize the funds voted at the March meeting. 


Under the terms of the fiscal year taxation basis, after the first year 
wherein the 18 month period must be covered, it is possible for the 
school district, through two tax payment periods, to operate without 
borrowed money. This is certainly economically more efficient and, 
from the aspect of the operation of the school district, it is in every re- 
spect far more realistic in planning and preparing budgets. The net result 
of changing over to fiscal year operation is a complete reduction of the 
840 budgetary account of interest on short term loans. 

It is confusing to the majority of citizenry in changing over from a 
calendar to a fiscal year because common consensus is that we must raise 
18 months’ taxes in a 12 month period. Although | suppose technically 
this assumption appears to be correct, it is not the practice in the case 
when more than one tax payment period is used. By voting the 6 months 
from January 1, 1971 through June 30, 1971 budget and also voting the 
July 1, 1971 through June 30, 1972 budget, the first tax period would 
be in July, September or October, as the case may be in the respective 
towns, which would cover the first 6 month budget and ' of the fiscal 
year budget. A second tax payment period could be established for taxes 
due in either March or April of 1972 when the taxes for the 2nd half of 
the fiscal year would be due and payable. Therefore, for the course of 
the first 18 month budget, the school district would still be deficit spend- 
ing on tax anticipation notes but after that first year there would be no 
more borrowing necessary. With the budgeted monies coming in on a 
twice a year basis they will cover the current operating expenses of the 
school district. 

With the adoption of this program, the taxes could be paid on either 
a single tax period as currently exists or a two tax payment period could 
be adopted by the town school district to decrease the burden of the 
extra taxation. This would necessitate borrowing on tax anticipation 
notes over a two year period rather than over a one year period. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
TO THE TOWN OF DORSET 1970 - 71 


The Dorset Elementary School is operating very smoothly with a 
fine educational program and staff under the leadership of an excellent 
principal. 


Asa result of legislation passed by the 1970 Vermont General Assem- 
bly we must present two changes to the voters of the Dorset School Dis- 
trict. As you will note from the warning, we must warn for the school 
district passage of a public Kindergarten program each year until ap- 
proved by the voters. We are in an awkward position due to the lack of 
facilities within our existing building, and having studied the Kinder- 
garten proposal just a few years ago, we are cognizant of the fact that 
little or nothing exists in the community which could be utilized for 
kindergarten facilities without a great deal of capital expenditure. As 
you will recall from budgetary proposals two years ago, we had an archi- 
tect draw preliminary plans for a two-room addition to the school, one 
room to contain 1200 square feet necessary for a kindergarten instruc- 
tional program. If the kindergarten warning is passed as written, it will 
necessitate action on the part of the Board to come back to you at a fu- 
ture date with a proposal for facilities. 


The other warning that the school district must consider is the change- 
over to a fiscal year as legislated this past year. This changeover must be 
in effect by July 1, 1972. To achieve the fiscal changeover, the town 
has an option of voting an 18-month budget at the annual meeting this 
year or be compelled to go on the fiscal year at the next annual meet- 
ing without the option of a yes or no vote.

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SCHOOL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 1970 


In 1927 Dorset’s School Directors apparently had no meetings as a 
Board since the Superintendent was able to meet with them only as in- 
dividuals. In 1970 your Directors had eleven regular meetings and twenty- 
one special meetings to transact the business of the School District. 


What seemed to be a formidable problem early in the year was the 
presence of sand in the school’s water supply. This problem was solved, 
permanently we hope, when our local well drillers filled the well with ce- 
ment and redrilled to an additional 140 foot depth, at a cost that reflect- 
ed their interest in our school. A similar interest is shown by many others 
who give their time and effort to Dorset’s school children in the library, 
lunch room and on the playground. 


By rearranging bus routes, all pupils now arrive at and leave school at 
the same time. This not only eliminates the former waiting period of 
more than one hundred pupil hours per day, but adds two teacher hours 
and forty pupil hours of classroom time each day. We are confident the 
increased efficiency more than offsets the added transportation cost. 


Our competent teaching staff, kitchen staff, and custodian are pro- 
viding the citizens of Dorset with an elementary school they may be 


proud of.

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MT. LAUREL SCHOOL REPORT 
1970 


It is with justifiable pride that this progress report is submitted by 
the trustees of Mt. Laurel School. Now in its twelfth year, Mt. Laurel 
School has 40 pupils enrolled. There are three levels: level of ages 6 - 9 
has 13 pupils, level of ages 9 - 12 has 13 pupils, and level of ages over 12 
includes the remaining 14 pupils. The students come from Manchester, 
Danby, Pawlet, Rupert, Dorset, Bondville, and Sunderland. 


There are three full-time teachers and a teacher’s aide who are respon- 
sible for the classroom instruction. Home economics, work shop, speech 
therapy, and music are taught on a part-time basis by four part-time in- 
structors. In addition there are three volunteer workers whose generous 
services are so deeply appreciated. One volunteer assists with level 1, 
another with level 11, and the third with the speech therapy program. A 
nursing aide, custodian, and bus driver complete the roster of employees. 


In addition to the full academic program many special events are 
held. One of these was a very successful Field Day. The 175 participants 
included young people from the community as well as the Mt. Laurel 
School students. Principal William Duffy is very enthusiastic about the 
value of the field trips which are made to places of interest during the 
school year. There is a six-week summer recreation program also. This 
includes daily class work as well as field trips, gardening, picnics, and 
sports. Two summer camp programs are also offered. One is at Camp 
Billings for older children. This is held in June before the end of the 
regular school year. The other camp program is at Silver Towers for all 
children wishing to go in July and August. 


Principal William Duffy, the staff of Mt. Laurel School, and the trus- 
tees want to express their appreciation for the interest and assistance of 
the volunteer helpers at the school, and for the support given to Mt. 
Laurel by the community and its citizens.
